Prime Minister May Be 
Paralyzed After Shooting 


JOHANNESBURG, South .Africa 
(AP*—An anti-government news­ 
paper reported today that the as­ 
sassination attempt on Prime Min­ 
ister Hendrik Verwoerd may have 
i n j u r e d tile government chief 
much more severely than hi* doc­ 
tors have admitted. 
Johannesburg’s 
Rand 
D a i l y 
Mail, one of the leading opponents 
of Verwoerd’s racial policies, said 
the two bullets which struck the 
Prime Minister in the head “ may 
have caused damage which could 
impaii his speech, his sense of 
balance, his hearing and possibly 
his mental state for some time ” 
In any case, said the paper, 
Verwoerd is likely to be “a long 
time recovering.” 
An afternoon medical bulletin 
said Verwoerd is still weak “ but 
tie is continuing to make progress. 
Reassurance can be given that 
there Ii b o sign of paralysis and, 


according to the progress made 
so far. Paralysis is not expected.” 
Earlier bulletins said he spent a 
restful night and was in satisfac­ 
tory condition.

Settlement for $20,000 of three 
actions in trespass against the 
estate of Glenn C. Bream, late of 
Gettysburg, brought as a result 
of deaths of passengers in an air­ 
plane accident May 30. 1955, was 
approved by the Adams County 
court this morning. 
Under terms of the settlement, 
Hazel E. Lambert, administrator 
of the estate of Roy E. Lambert, 
Taneytown, as administrator, in 
her own right as widow and as 
parent of H. Y. Herring, will re­ 
ceive $10,000 from the 
Bream 
estate. The amount is listed as 
$5,000 on the wrongful death count 
of the action and $5,000 under the 
survivor’s act. The trespass action 
was brought against Elizabeth L. 
Bream as executrix of the estate 
of her late husband. 
The other $10,000 of the settle­ 
ment was di\ ided into 15 OOO each 
on two other trespass actions, one 
brought by Truman J. and Marlin 
R. Geiman as administrators of 
the estate of Floyd E Geiman, 
late of Hanover, and the other 
brought by Mr. and Mrs Geiman 
as administrators of the estate of 
Jean H Geiman and C. Ralph and 
Bessie M. Hart as parents of Mrs.

In each of the Geiman cases the 
award was divided into $1,000 
under the wrongful death part of 
the action and $4,000 under the 
supervisor’s action.

.The Hallowed House. 
Widow s House Is Site 
Of Secret Rendezvous 


(Editor’s note: Stout hearted 
allies provided sanctuary while 
the storm rose about Jesus 
during his final days in Jeru­ 
salem. The home of the widow 
Mary of Cyprus, according to 
early Christian sources, was 
a retreat for Jesus and His 
disciples, and the site of the 
Last Supper. This is the first

It was a pleasant, stately abode. 
It stood in the aristocratic upper 
city on the western rise ot Jeru­ 
salem.

NEW YORK (AP) — In a world 
that has seen rising nationalism 
and currency inflation bum the 
fingers of many Americans do­ 
ing business abroad Uncle Sam 
now will offer a helping hand. 
He plans to insure American 
exporters 
against 
the 
political 
risks of trading in other lands. 
Many businessmen have cited 
such insurance given by other na­ 
tions to their exporters as one of 
the reasons Americans have been 
finding it harder to compete in 
world markets. 
Not On Business Risks 
So, because it’s anxious for a 
rise in exports to trim the deficit 
in the total of our financial deal­ 
ings abroad, the U.S. government 
is going to give its exporters an 
equal backstop. 
The new plan is aimed at short­ 
term deals — financing of up to 
six months only. This is the kind 
that usually backs sales of con­ 
sumer goods abroad. 
And Uncle Sam i.sn't insuring 
against any commercial risk, such 
as the inability of the overseas 
buyer to pay for hi* purchase 
That insurance must come from 
private sources. 


Results In Doubt 
Political risks it will cover in­ 
clude outbreak of wars or the 
rampant nationalism that expro­ 
priates American goods or busi­ 
ness ventures, and also such po­ 
litical collection problems as arise 
when another nation refuses con­ 
version of its currency into dol­ 
lars or transfer of profits made 
abroad to the bus Messman back 
here. 
Just how much this new venture 
will improve our overseas trade 
is to be seen. Exports, although 
lagging at one time, aren’t the 
biggest culprit in running up an 
over-all deficit. Ricing imports, 
and foreign aid spending of rough­ 
ly the same amount as the defi­ 
cit, are cited by observers as 
as chief factors. 
Exports, while topping imports, 
just can’t provide enough extra 
funds for the help we've been giv­ 
ing other lands. 
Exports Improving 
Exports have been improving 
by themselves without any new 
aid. They had reached a peak of 
19's billion dollars in 1957, then 
dropped 
steadily 
till 
rn id-1959, 
when they were at an annual rate 
of 154 dollars. 
They have recovered smartly 
since then. 
In 
the 
December- 
January-February period of 1959- 
1960 (March 1960 figures aren't 
yet available) exports were back 
to an annual rate of 184 dollars, 
some three billion higher than im­ 
ports.

built 
churches and made farms. From 
Conewago, some years later, still 
restless with the pioneer spirit, 
two lines of settlers moved—one 
to the Genessee country and the 
other to Kentucky.

IN WISCONSIN the Presiden­

Few people in Wisconsin will 
entirely agree. It was in this state 
that the elder LaFollette crusad­ 
ed for and sold the idea as a 
device for taking party nomina­ 
tions from the hands of the party 
bosses. Insofar as the State of 
Wisconsin is concerned, LaFol­ 
lette was successful—within lim­ 
its. 
The .spread of those limits is 
always good for an argument.

But what Mr. Truman could 
have had in mind was the oft 
stated concept that the bosses usu­ 
ally pick a better man than do 
the people in the moat free of 
primaries. 
It must be admitted party bosses 
have picked some extremely good 
men; beginning with George W all­ 
ington and ending with—yes, end­ 
ing with Mr. Truman! In the case 
of Eisenhower, he chose the par­ 
ty.

have won as a 
Democrat. A most rare phenome­ 
non in American political his­ 
tory.

THE SIMPLE TRUTH is that 
major political parties exist for 
the purpose of winning an elec­ 
tion. To win anything, particu­ 
larly a national election, leaders 
large and small must emerge, ir­ 
respective of the election proc­ 
esses used.
